already well established and success­ 
ful in many parts of the nation, arg 
spreading to Texas. 
Most locker plants are operated as 
j f a rm e rs’ cooperatives, usually as an 
(addition to an enterprise already u n ­ 
der way, such as co-op gins, cream ­ 
eries, 
and 
marketing 
associations. 
Some are owned by private individu­ 
als under a commercial setup. 
The system provides lockers which 
are rented to individuals for storage 
of meats, fruits and vegetables. 
A plant consists of a receiving, or 
chilling room, held at a temperature 
of 36 degrees; a cutting and wrap­ 
ping departm ent; a quick 
freezing 
room, maintained at IO degrees be­ 
low zero; and a locker room, held at 
IO degrees above zero. 
Services offered include the cut­ 
ting of meats into steaks, 
roasts, 
sausage, and so on; the wrapping of 
meats in individual servings in parch­ 
ment paper; blanching ut vegetables 
and storage in cartons; and quick 
freezing. 
Quick freezing, a relatively new 
development in food storage, freezes 
products so rapidly that cell walls do 
not break. This ta events the ’'break­ 
down'' common to ordinary freezing 
and holds flavor, food valui and vita­ 
min content 
indefinitely. 
Costs t*> the individual locker hold­ 
ers vary with different plants. Usual 
charges for cutting and 
wrapping 
meat tun from a cent and a half t «> 
two cents a pound. 
Locker rentals 
are around $10 to $12 a year, with 
size and location 
influencing 
the 
«. burga. 
Initial expense of installing plant 
also varies according to size and tvpe 
of equipment, building site, and 
so 
on. 
I here are * few plants in Tt * 
as that cost as much 
as 
$25,000, 
others tha* were built for as little a- 
$6,000. 
With reasonable economy 
all along the line, a 250 to 300-lock 
er system can he built for 
around 
$10,000. 
Operation of plants with I**” than 
250-locker holders is not profitable

small units may work out when op­ 
erated in connection with other bus: 
nesses. 
Experience has shown that skimp 
mg in the m atter of machinery ami
